Aaron 
Hardy Ulin write* in the Nation’s 
Business. Those for the tldni quarter 
exceeded by 51 per cent receipts of the 
same qunrter in 191 S. 
Invention, of course, did not sus 
pond during tlie war, but, at least in 
volume of production, it diminished. 
And a great proportion of that which 
did function related to war objects. 
But at noon on November 11, 1918, the 
great war became as ancient*to the In­ 
ventor as the Peloponnesian Conflicts 
of long ago. 
In October, 1919. there reached the 
division of the patent office handling 
metallurgical inventions a total of 662, 
applications for patents. 
In one divi­ 
sion handling chemical subjects—there 
are several

applications were filed { in the agricul­ 
tural implement division, 351 applies 
tiolkfc arrived; and the division dealing 
with »chicle wheels and such nppurte- 
nancet; received 729 applications, about 
one-half of which related to resilient 
tires.

The extraction of alcohol from coke- 
oven gas on a commercial scale was 
proved possible at a meeting of the 
Cleveland Institute of Engineer* at 
Middlesbrough (England) by Ernest 
Bury 
of the Skinningrove Iron and 
Steel works. 
Mr. Bury showed that 
fie had succeeded in extracting ethyl 
alcohol and its derivatives. The prac 
tical working of Mr. Bury’s process 
at the Skinningrove plant, where 5,890 
tons of coal are carbonized per week, 
revealed an average yield of 1.6 gal­ 
lons of alcohol per ton of eon I car­ 
bonized, Tlie total weight of coal re­ 
duced to coke in the Fiiited Kingdom 
In J91S having been 14.633,000 tons 
the application of Mr, Bury's process 
to tlie entire amount of coal would 
yield 23,416.000 gallons, the value of 
Which would l»e $11,395,000. 
The re­ 
covery of aleohol at Hie gas works of 
the country would yield a further 7,- j 
000,000 gallons, or, alcohol and benzol 
taken together, would amount to 114,- 
000,000 to meet tlie requirements of 
ihe oeuntry, which amounts to 100,- 
000,000 per annum.

servants necessary to keep up such 
establishments.

ants were employed by tiie dozen.

America i> tiie automobile center of 
the world. 
There were in all Finis 
tendom, on July 30, 1919, approximate­ 
ly 7,884,000 automobiles, and 6.500,- 
000 were in the United States, accord­ 
ing to a survey by the Alexander Ham­ 
ilton instituie of New \ ork. We have, \ 
therefore, nearly five times as many 
automobiles 
as 
all 
other countries 
combined. 
The 1.384,000 automobiles 
not in tin* United States w hen the sur­ 
vey was made, last July, were dis­ 
tributed as f o l l o w s :

Plywood in Airplane Construction. 
Plywood is wood of any variety that 
lias been cut by a machine into thin 
layers and glued together again in 
such a way that the grain of one layer 
runs at an angle to the grain of two 
adjacent layers. 
The strength of a 
plywood panel, in two planes, greatly 
exceeds that of steel. With some wood, 
by combining cuts, it is even possible 
to get greater resistance to stress in 
all three planes, than steel affords, 
though it Is rarely necessary to go so 
far. Ordinary wood used for airplane 
construction is not required to with­ 
stand severe stresses in more than 
two planes. 
What plywood means to 
airplane construction is well illustrat­ 
ed by the De Haviland-4. Before that 
method of using wood was invented 
the best airplane wing rib weighed 7.95 
■ounces, and was c a p a b l e of sustaining 
a h»ad **f only s9 pounds. Since then 
the plywood rib n^ed on tiie I>e H a v i - 
land weighs 5.12 ounces and will carry 
a load of 274 pounds.—Popular Me­ 
chanics Magazine.
